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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments with respect to claim 1 
have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. Applicant's arguments is on the ground that "it is not obvious to combine Calfee 
to Kaminski et al. because the structure of Calfee, which is flat plate, can not work in Kaminski's structure, which is cylindrical shape". The 
Examiner respectfully disagrees with the Applicant because the test for obviousness is not whether the features of a secondary reference 
may be bodily incorporated into the structure of the primary reference; nor is it that the claimed invention must be expressly suggested in 
any one or all of the references. Rather, the test is what the combined teachings of the references would have suggested to those of 
ordinary skill in the art. See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981 ). Because Calfee clearly taught the use of glass fiber 
laminates and graphite fiber laminates to improve the strength of the materia!, it is obvious for an ordinary skill in the art to use giass fiber 
laminates and graphite fiber laminates in Kaminski's structure. The selection of a known material base on its suitability for its intended use 
supported a prima facie obviousness determination in Sinclair & Carroll Co. v. InterchemicalCorp., 325 U.S. 327,65 USPQ 297 (1945). 
See also In re Leshin, 227 F.2d 197, 125 USPQ 416. (selection of a known plastic to make a container of a type made of plastics prior to 
the invention was held to be obvious). 
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
